1. The 13 army Group is at Liuchou, Kwangsi. The 16 army Group is at Nanning 
and is commanded by MO Wen-hua (4 3X fad ), who is also mayor of Nanning. 
The 17 Army Group is in the Kwangsi-Indochina border area. The 14 and 15 
army Groups are moving north from Canton. 


2. Local Communist guerrilla units, such as the Kwangtung-wangsi Column, with 
a strength of about 10,000, are under the command of the 15 army Group and a 
are the only troops of that army group remaining in Kwangtung. Three thou~
